Claims 1-4 were mistakenly listed as withdrawn in the last office action and 
should have been indicated as allowable. Thus, those claims are rejoined and claims 1- 
4 and 10-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach the method recited in the claims including using nonlinear nonstationary 
processing in a time period approximating the inverse of the lowest frequency 
component of the heart rate variability..
